in Toronto the price of meat in Ot- 
tawa will go up “for a while,” de- 
pending on the duratibn of Yhis dead- 
lock in a city 300 miles away.

Halifax, Feb. 2—The Woodside 
pant of the Acadia Sugar: Refining 

Co, located.ion the Dartmouth side of 
the harbor. was totally destroyed by 
fire last-evening with a Joss of coti- 
siderably over a million dollars. The 
insurance-will-come measurably up 
tothe million mark and there is nots 
company here but what is interested. 

The fire’ began in «a large wooden 
warchouse on the waterfront, whers 
10,000 barrels of sugar were stored. 
This was swept away and with amaz- 
ing velocity the tire shot to the seven i 
storey brick structure ‘across the rail- 
way ‘track, which is the refinery pro- 
per. This was soon enveloped by. the 
fire and some of the workmen had 
difficulty in escaping with their lives. 
Many of them engaged- ini the het 
rooma yot out wilh practically no 
clothing, and one man, Hennebery, 
“who is missing, is reported to: have 
perished. 

The steamer Aurora of the Pickford 
and Black tine, had been at the whari 
distharging raw sugar for three days. 
She was pulled out, but the sugar she 
had discharged was burned. Besides 
the refined sugar destroyed, more thao 
25,000 bags of raw sugar are gone. A 
number of loaded Intercolonial Rail- 
way curs were on the siding, but no 
engine could be secured quick enous: 
to haul them out and they were buru- 
ed. yi 

At 10 o'clock everything was gone ‘of 
the splepdid‘ plant, which is the larg- 
est of two owned by the Acadia 
ning Co, except the boiler 
house, and there was slight chance 
of saving that.

family or any male over 18 years old. may 
homestead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatche 
wan or Alberta, The applicant must ap 
pear In person at the Dominion Land 
Agency or Snb-Agent for the district. En- 
try by proxy may be made at any agency 
on certain conditions, by father, mother 
son, daughter, brother or «ister of intend- 
ing homesteader. 
Duties.—Sit months” residence upon are 
eatufailos of the land in each of thrre 
years, A homesteader may Live within 7 
miles of his homestead on a farm of at 
least ® neres solely owned and occupied 
hy him, by his futher, mother, eon, daugh- 
ter. brother or sister.

OTTAWA, Feb. 12.—With a view to 
determining tho advantages to be ob- 
tained fom the adoption of the sys- 
tem of under-secretaric’, the Govern- 
ment has communicated with the Im- 
perial authorities, ‘and is in posses 
sion of » memorandum which will be 
taken up immediately by the Cabin- 
et. The enormous accumulation of 
routine workin some of the big de- 
partments has created a need for 
some sort of quasi-Minister‘al body 
which, 
Cabinet, will be in a position to lift 
a great deal of work from the shoul- 
ders of the Ministers. The rearrange- 
ment of departmental branches will 
bring about a more equal division of 
work,. hut will still Jeave a few of the 
Ministers heavily burdened. This will} 
require the appo‘ntment of a full 
dozen junior Ministegfs for Parlia- 
mentary wétk, the Ministers of Labor 
Inland Rerenue and Cistoms being

Chief-among these were the 
rigorous regulations enforced by the 
Department of Education with regard 
to pupils who only {dil by-a few marke 
to get the requisite number for a pass: 

“T want to make’ two charges 
against the school system,”’ said he. 
“There is too much concentration in 
Toronto of the public school system of 
the province. One pupil pene in 
erery subject except geography. where 
she was two marks: behind, and wher 
application wag made at Toronto te 
have this’ pu’ granted a pass. the 
ansWer was ‘No.’ The laws of. the 
Education Department in Toronto are 
like the Jaws of the Medes and~Per.

The boys and girls be- 
tween 6 and 14 years in the public 
schools of. the province are being 
taught entirely too much.”

Toronto, . Feb. -17,—"Gire the te 
a chance and he will make good 
Canada. The law. which excludes this 
class of people from British Columbia 
is a huge farce because of its unjust;

He wondered why families 
should be separated by an unjust law, 
tid he-strongly favored the admission 
of wives of Sikhs, Of the very few 
thousand settled in British Columbia, 
he said 300.were eng in farming 
and 500 in-ddiirying, which proved, in 
his estimation, that the class was not 
worthless. The province in the ex- 
treme webt was practically unknown 
amd needed cultivators badly. . 

“Sikhs as a hody with whom I have 
worked for years, can be trusted," 
quoth he, “I have learned to Jove and 
admire them.

MADRID, Feb. 25.—With the ar- 
rest in Bilbao of a gang of swindlers 
and the capture of their eomplete par- 
aphernalia, the Spanish police beliere 
that they have at last succeeded in 
putting an end to the machinations 
ofa rogue who for the last ten years 
has been knowir to the press of Eur- 
opo and América ‘ak™ ‘The ~ Spanish 
Prisoner.”" His agents at The Hague 
‘and in San Francisco have been op- 
erating extensively of late. 

The agency at The Hague caused toe 
be published in the English press 110- 
tices of the demise Of certain persons 
whose ancestors had fled to Holland 
during the religions persecution of 
the middle part_of. the sixteenth cen- 
tury and kad died wealthy and with- 
out Dutch heirs. In these cases cers 
tain London solicitors became the un- 
conscious agents of “The Spanish 
Prisoner,” and actually  transmutted 
the money necessary to present’ the 
claim to The Hague, where it was 
never heard. of again. 

In the house raided by the police 
in Bilbao were found 2 collection of 
photographs, letters and other doon- 
ments, and long lists of Spanish, Am-
